GIFTS  OF  1873 

Tlie  decision  to  recommend  the 
transfer  was  made  at  a meeting  In 
Mayor  Perry  George's  office  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Attending  were 
Hla  Worship,  Aid.  Scurrah.  Aid  D.  D. 
MrTavlsh.  City  Solicitor  Arthur  J. 
Patton,  City  Comptroller  D.  A.  Mar- 
donald.  Brig.  F.  N.  Cabledu.  Ralph 
Davis,  chief  commissioner  of  the 
Greater  Victoria  Water  Board;  Clif- 
ford M.  Irwin,  city  water  commis- 
sioner, and  Dr  *E.  A.  Cleveland, 
commissioner  of  the  Oreater  Van- 
couver Water  Commission, 

Elk  Lake,  which  Ilea  In  Baanlch. 
and  Thetis  Lake,  were  given  to  Uie 
city  by  an  act  of  1873.  Elk  Lake  was 
used  as  a water  source  by  Uie  city 
before  the  formation  of  the  Oreater 
Victoria  Water  Board,  which  draws 
water  from  8ooke  Lake. 

LEASED  TO  R.C.A.F. 

In  1839.  Elk  lake  was  leased  to 
the  R.C.A.F.  on  a 20-lear  basis  at 
81,000  a year.  After  the  war.  the 
lake  was  turned  over  to  the  Deport- 
ment of  Transport 
When  the  Brentwood  Water 
Board  was  formed,  negotiations 
were  begun  for  purchase  of  Elk  Lake 
water  from  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment.

Jmn 
de  la  BVuyere  wrote:  "The  moat  deli- 
cate. the  most  sensible  of  all  pleasure* 
consists  In  promoting  the  pleasure  of 
others."

The  correspondent  points  out,  how- 
ever, that  Westerner!  shnpid  not 
iBUKinc  that  free  elections  would  re- 
sult in  a complete  reversal  of  all 
Soviet  measures  In  East  Germany;  It 
would  be  psychologically  necessary  for 
the  Bonn  politician!  not  to  call  every- 
thing— developed  in  the  6ovlet  Zone 
since  IMS — Bolshevism. 

Land  expropriation  without  com- 
pensation, he  says,  is  legally  unten- 
able but  it  would  be  impossible  lo 
reinstate  the  old  owners  and  turn 
out  hundreds  of  thousands  of  new 
settlers  who  are  now  feeling  secure  in 
a hard-working  family  life. 

Nor  can  prewar  industrial  systems 
be  reinstated,  he  continues.  Western 
propaganda  must  try  to  find  a new 
and  democratic  status  for  factories 
"owned  by  the  people."  It  might  be 
sufficient  to  continue  them  in  demo- 
cratic parlance  as  "co-operative  so- 
cieties" he  suggests. 

Shrewd  communistic  propaganda 
can  only  be  defeated,  he  continues,  by 
a carefully  thought  out  Western  pro- 
gram that  would  give  the  people  the 
advantages  gained  from  communism 
--and  not  only  removing  the  dis- 
advantages. 

Political  analysts  take  this  to  mean 
that  Western  Socialists  have  the  best 
chance  of  winning  an  all-Oerman 
election  and  not  the  Right  Wing 
Christian  Democrats  that  rule  In 
Bonn  now. 

The  Rhelnlscher  Merkur,  dealing 
with  this  aspect,  writes:  "It  Is  alarm- 
ing to  observe  how  the  bacillus  from 
the  East  lays  holds  of  the  people, 
weakens  their  powers  of  Judgment, 
darkens  their  sensitivity  to  right  and 
wrong,  and  orders  them  into  a psycho-* 
logical  anonymity  where  the  indi- 
vidual ceases  to  exist  and  the  power 
of  the  slogan  reigns  supreme."

STUTTGART.— A United  Nations  po- 
lice force  to  replace  the  occupa- 
tion troops  ot  all  nations  te  the  prere- 
quisite for  implementation  of  High 
Commissioner  John  J.  McCloy’s  pro- 
gram for  free  elections  for  an  all- 
German  government,  accordfng  to  the 
^Protestant  weekly  newspaper  Christ 
und  Welt,  published  here. 

The  newspaper  gives  a timetable 
of  essential  procedure  before  such 
elections  could  take  place. 

Facing  the  problem  of  seml-milltar- 
Ued  East  German  police  force,  the 
newspaper  says:  "Ail  units  of  German 
police  must  be  disbanded  to  a mini- 
mum ot  personnel  and  equipment  be- 
fore the  occupation  troops  depart." 

The  plan  then  calls  for  a United 
Nations  police  fore*  to  supervise  free, 
equal  and  secret  elections  for  a Oer- 
* man  national  assembly. 

A German  government  would  then 
be  established,  a constitution  agr  ?d 
upon,  and  a substitute  Oerman  police 
force  created- by  the  new  government 
to  permit  the  United  Nations  police 
to  move  out. 

Before  the  United  Nations  police 
could  move  in,  "The  state  of  war  must 
be  brought  to  an  end  by  all  four 
occupation  powers,"  the  newspaper 
points  out.

monks  ol  Monte-Cassmo  are  split- 
| ting  hairs  the  Allies  could  not  afford 
to  examine  when  they  say  the  Ger- 
mans were  never  in  the  abbey,  and  not 
there  when  it  was  reduced  by  bombing  in 
1944.  The  Nazi  defenders  of  this  strongly 
fortified  hill  position  were  all  of  100  feet 
away!  That  is-to  invoke  a degree  of  meas- 
urements not  possible  to  attackers  in  the 
heat  of  war.  Probably  the  Allies  regretted 
the  bombardment  of  the  monastery  as 
much  as  the  monks  who  now  claim  the 
bombing  was  unnecessary. 

In  war,  however,  no  matter  how  unfor- 
tunate the  circumstance  may  be,  civilians 
who  are  in  the  way  of  battles  are  apt  to 
suffer  in  one  form  or  another.  The  ten 
monks  reported  to  have  been  in  the  Cas- 
slno  monastery  are  lucky  to  have  escaped 
with  their  lives,  thousands  of  Allied  troops 


who  lie  buried  in  that  area  did  not  escape. 
That  Is  perhaps  worth  pondering  when  the 
ethics  of  the  Cassino  battle  are  questioned. 

The  Cassino  hill  which  barred  the  ap- 
proach to  Rome  was  one  of  the  most  stub- 
bornly defended  positions  in  the  entire 
Italian  campaign  Its  capture  was  essen- 
tial to  the  liberation  of  the  Italian  capital, 
which.  It  is  worth  noting,  was  deliberately 
spared  the  fate  that  overtook  the  Cassino 
abbey.  Other  sacred  shrines  besides  Monte- 
Caxslno  were  reduced  to  rubble  in  the 
course  of  the  war,  including  many  Anglo 
Saxon  treasures.  If  blame  must  be  appor- 
tioned it  should  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the 
Oermans.  Had  they  stayed  1,000  yards  in- 
stead of  100  feet  away  from  this  Italian 
monastery  perhaps  the  monks  would  have 
been  left  in  a comfort  denied  others  Of  their 
kind  who  have  not  complained. 


The  Berlin  correspondent  of  the 
Frankfurter  Allgemelns  Zeltung  writes 
that  the  McCloy  proposal  ’was  a big 
help  to  all  those  politicians  In  the 
Soviet  Occupation  Zone  who  have  not 
finally  accommodated  themselves  to 
the  Russian  dictatorship.

Bir.— Having  spent  my  first  Winter  In  Victoria, 

I now  believe  all  that  I used  to  hear  about  Vic- 
toria's wind. 

On  Friday,  January  13.  a large  cedar  in  the 
lane  beside  our  house  was  blown  down.  The 
foots  on  the  lane  side  were  enUrely  uprooted, 
leaving  a very  large  cavity  which  Immediately 
filled  with  water  and  froze  over.  The  tree  lay 
alongside  our  little  house,  the  lower  branches 
draping  our  roof,  many  having  to  be  sawn  orr 
to  eliminate  fire  hazard.

Education  ln  the  modem  sense  means  education  In  terms  or 
preparation  for  worthy  and  full  living.  Education  1*  the 
preparation  of  fbe  child  for  citizenship.  Indeed,  the  school 
becomes  a laboratory  for  the  training  of  fine  citizens.
